My first question would be what level of classification is your thesis? That will determine if we need to submit it via scion 
or just via this address. 


In terms of the use of classified case data, I would just write the paper as you plan to, and then send it to us and we will 
look at it. The main thing we are looking at is that the case data will not pose harm to national security. If it is generic, it 
will probably be ok. 

Another one of the things we look at is the use of 3 rd party names and identifying info that is not cited or known to the 
public. If you can support the use of names via sources or publicly known info, then we have no issue. Otherwise, use 
pseudonyms. 


Also just to let you know we have a 30 working day review policy. This means we usually get our review done within 
thirty working days, but sometimes due to the complexity of cases we may run over. This does not happen often though.
